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WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 




1. An antigen composition capable of eliciting an enhanced 
cytotoxic T cell response iA the context of a major histocompatibility 
complex class I molecule (MHd class I), comprising an antigen having 
an added peptidic sequence wh\ch facilitates entry of said antigen 
into antigen presenting cells \APC) .
